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STATE  COUNCIL  MARKS  2ND  ANNIVERSARY 


Pennsylvania’s  war  baby — 
the  State  Coiincil  of  Defense — 
marked  its  second  birthday 
last  Saturday  by  keeping  hard 
at  work  directing  the  activities 
of  1195  Councils  of  Defense  and 
an  estimated  million  and  a half 
volunteers. 

Created  on  April  17,  1941,  by 
proclamation  of  the  Governor, 
the  Council  laid  a firm  ground- 
work before  Pearl  Harbor  and 
since  that  day  has  found  its 
program  constantly  expanding 
to  meet  the  impact  of  war  on 
the  home  front. 

In  the  past  year,  the  first 
state-wide  blackouts  were  held, 


Civilian  Defense  volunteers 
more  than  doubled  in  number, 
and  Child  Care  committees, 
block  leaders  and  other  new 
groups  came  into  being. 

Nine  practice  blackouts  were 
conducted,  starting  last  June 
and  including  the  drill  held 
last  week.  Four  daylight 
drills  were  staged,  and  in  addi- 
tion a niimber  of  local  and 
regional  tests  were  carried  out. 

Half  In  Defense  Corps 

Voliinteers  enrolled  in  Civil- 
ian Defense  increased  from  an 
estimated  half  million  to  1,- 
154,407  and  the  number  actu- 
ally engaged  is  thought  to  be 


nearer  a million  and  a half.  Of 
those  enrolled,  more  than  half 
are  in  the  Citizens  Defense 
Corps. 

Under  block  leaders,  many 
new  community  war  projects 
are  being  carried  out.  At  least 
24  counties  have  developed  this 
type  of  organization  for  carry- 
ing programs  directly  to  all 
homes. 

In  its  two  years  of  operation, 
the  State  Council  has  spent  a 
total  of  $304,000.  The  funds, 
except  for  an  initial  appropria- 
tion of  $25,000,  were  drawn 
from  the  budget  of  the  Military 
Affairs  Department.

Criticism  Bears 
Fruit  In  Drill 

Criticized  for  their  many 
mistakes  in  the  March  26  black- 
out, Pennsylvanians  knuckled 
doAvn  and  turned  in  a vastly 
improved  performance  in  a 
surprise  35-minute  test  last 
Wednesday  night. 

Much  of  the  confusion  over 
signals  which  characterized  the 
preceding  practice  was  missing 
from  the  blackout  last  week. 
It  also  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
most  complete  surprises  in  the 
State’s  long  series  of  drills. 

This  improvement  did  not 
fully  erase,  however,  the  need 
for  more  training  of  Wardens 
and  other  volunteers,  as  urged 
in  a letter  to  the  Defense 
Council  News  by  Norman  Fox, 
Deputy  Warden  in  Zone  32,

Three  Major  Fronts  Active 


Activity  on  three  major 
Civilian  Defense  fronts  — 
Victory  Gardens,  Salvage  and 
Child  Care — moved  forward  at 
growing  momentum  on  county 
and  local  levels  this - month. 

Thousands  of  Victory  Gar- 
deners, many  of  them  new  to 
the  soil,  spaded  up  idle  plots, 
planted  early  vegetables,  and 
waited  anxiously  for  warmer 
weather.  In  every  county. 
Victory  Garden  committees  al- 
lotted plots  in  new  and  en- 
larged community  gardens. 


Harrisburg  and  Lancaster 

each  assigned  about  1,000  com- 
munity plots,  and  in  the  latter 
city  $1.50  was  charged  for  plow- 
ing and  fertilizing.  In  Allen- 
town, 2,000  signed  up  for  plots, 
while  Philadelphia  appropriated 
$25,000  for  preparing  2,000  gar- 
den plots  in  Fairmount  Park 
and  on  city  lots. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
distributed  garden  pamphlets 
to  160,000  employes,  and  many 
other  industries  arranged  for

Gen.  Grani  Will 
Speak  At  State 
Meeting  Apr.  29 

Maj.  Gen.  Ulysses  S.  Grant, 
111,  Chief  of  the  OCD  Protec- 
tion Branch,  will  speak  at  the 
state-wide  meeting  of  County 
Council  of  Defense  leaders  in 
Harrisburg  next  week. 

The  meeting,  scheduled  for 
1:00  P.  M.,  Thursday,  April  29, 
in  the  Forum  of  the  State  Edu- 
cation Building,  will  center 
around  discussion  of  current 
Civilian  Defense  problems. 

Questions  and  recommenda- 
tions for  discussion  have  been 
received  from  a number  of 
county  leaders  and  will  be  in- 
troduced along  with  general 
problems  relating  to  air  raid 
and  Control  Center  drills. 

The  need  for  expansion  of 
Rescue  Squads  and  other 
under-developed  units  of  the 
Citizens  Defense  Corps  will 
have  a prominent  place  in  the 
discussions. 

In  calling  the  conference. 
Director  Hutchison  of  the  SCD 
invited  county  chairmen.  Con- 
trol Center  commanders  and 
county  Chief  Air  Raid  Wardens, 
and  emphasized  that  all  prob- 
lems should  be  aired. 

General  Grant,  grandson  of 
the  Civil  War  general,  spoke  at 
a similar  state-wide  meeting 
in  Harrisburg  last  July.  He  has 
just  returned  from  an  inspec- 
tion of  Civilian  Defense  pre- 
parations on  the  West  Coast. 


FRAME  IS  CHAIRMAN 

T.  C.  Frame,  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Department  of  Highways, 
has  been  appointed  state  chair- 
man of  the  three  regional  tech- 
nical committees  of  the  SCD. 

The  committees  met  jointly 
this  month  and  decided  to  draw 
up  new  air  raid  shelter  stand- 
ards to  cope  with  more  de- 
structive bombs  now  being  used 
by  the  enemy. 


40,000  ‘SPOTTERS’ 

Pennsylvania  now  has  1100 
aircraft  observation  posts  on 
guard  against  enemy  planes, 
according  to  a report  by  Edward 
Linsky,  State  adjutant  of  the 
American  Legion.  More  than 
40,000  volunteers  are  helping  to 
man  the  posts. 
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SALVAGE  * 

We  would  like  to  impress 
upon  the  Chairman  of  every 
Council  of  Defense  in  this  en- 
tire State  that  Salvage  is  not 
a series  of  drives.  It  is  a con- 
tinuous program  to  be  carried 
on  throughout  the  entire  period 
of  the  war. 

So  much  time  is  required  of 
chairmen  and  members  of  Salv- 
age Committees  that  they 
should  not  be  asked  to  under- 
take any  other  war  activity. 

This  job  was  no  cinch  at  the 
beginning,  and  it  has  been  get- 
ting harder  every  month.  We 
believe  that  it  is  going  to  get 
still  harder  as  the  year  and  the 
war  progress. 

It  requires  the  best  efforts  of 
every  man  and  woman  engaged 
in  the  work  ...  If  we  fail, 
our  production  program  fails, 
our  mills  must  close  down  and 
the  Army  and  Navy  fail  to  get 
the  supplies  they  must  have  in 
order  to  prosecute  the  war.

STIRRUP  PUMPS  NOW 

AVAILABLE  TO  PUBLIC 

Stirrup  pumps,  officially - 
recommended  weapon  against 
fire  bombs,  may  now  be  sold 
to  the  public  anywhere  in  the 
country,  the  OCD  has  an- 
nounced. 

Six  manufacturers,  previously 
restricted  to  sales  in  certain 
critical  areas,  are  now  in  pro- 
duction on  2,258,000  pumps. 
They  may  be  sold  in  quantity 
to  Councils  of  Defense  or  by 
retail  to  individuals. 

The  manufacturer  for  Penn- 
sylvania is  Dobbins  Manufactur- 
ing Co.,  North  St.  Paul,  Minn. 
The  maximum  price  is  $3.50.

Philadelphia. 

Citing  conflicting  orders 
given  on  March  26  by  Wardens 
and  Auxiliary  Police  who  did 
not  know  the  rules  concerning 
traffic  movements  on  the  “blue” 
signal.  Fox  wrote: 

“There  are  many  (volunteers)  who 
know  exactly  what  is  expected  of 
every  one  during  these  tests,  but 
there  are  more  who  have  never  taken 
a course  of  training  and  who  are 
simply  waiting  for  the  sirens  to 
blow  to  put  on  an  armband  and 
give  orders  on  subjects  they  know 
nothing  about. 

“Let’s  stop  playing  . . . Why  not 
either  force  them  to  take  proper 
training  or  weed  them  out  in  order 
to  make  room  for  those  who  are 
trying  to  do  their  utmost  to  pre- 
vent such  chaos  . . .?” 

Commenting  on  the  letter, 
Col.  Lynn  G.  Adams,  Chief  Air 
Raid  Warden  of  the  SCD, 
agreed  that  “what  Fox  says 
about  lack  of  training  is  ab- 
solutely true  in  many  places,” 
and  added  that  steps  will  be 
taken  to  correct  the  fault. 

Dr.  Ralph  Cooper  Hutchison, 
SCD  Director,  said  after  the 
March  26  test  that  if  there  had 
been  a real  raid  many  persons 
would  have  been  killed  im- 
necessarily  — mostly  because 
people  “paid  too  little  attention 
to  the  signals,  did  not  under- 
stand them,  and  became  con- 
fused.” 

A number  of  Councils  of  De- 
fense, including  Wilkes-Barre, 
Chester  and  Bradford,  called 
special  meetings  after  March 
26  to  iron  out  the  misunder- 
standings of  Defense  Corps  per- 
sonnel.

Legislation  adopted  a year 
ago,  giving  the  SCD  authority 
to  issue  air  raid  protection 
rules,  has  been  carried  out  with 
the  issuance  of  four  official 
rules. 

Other  major  activities  since 
last  April  included  the  devel- 
opment of  a Control  Center 
network  throughout  ’the  State, 
and  the  organization  of  Volun- 
teer Offices,  Evacuation  author- 
ities, and  the  Forest  Fire  Fight- 
ers Service. 

Meanwhile,  the  Victory 
Garden  and  Salvage  programs, 
organized  slightly  more  than  a 
year  ago,  have  become  two  of 
the  most  important  phases  of 
Civilian  Defense,  with  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  persons 
participating.

GAS  SCHOOLS  SHOW 
CHEMICAL  TACTICS 

Gas  officers  of  local  Councils 
of  Defense  are  getting  a real 
dose  of  chemical  warfare  tact- 
ics at  a series  of  Gas  Protection 
Schools  now  underway  in 
Pennsylvania. 

For  three  days  the  men  are 
put  through  gas  mask  drills, 
taught  to  identify  real  gases  in 
the  field,  and  shown  how  to 
decontaminate  poisoned  areas. 
Army  officers  from  Edgewood 
Arsenal  are  in  charge. 

The  schools  were  arranged 
by  Christian  L.  Siebert,  of  the 
State  Department  of  Health, 
who  has  been-  appointed  Gas 
Consultant  for  the  SCD,  suc- 
ceeding William  A.  Gorman, 
who  entered  the  Army.  ' 

Good  attendance  was  reported 
at  the  schools  held  in  Lancaster, 
Philadelphia  and  Bethlehem. 
Others  scheduled  are:  Pitts- 

burgh, Apr.  28-30;  Wilkes-Barre, 
May  3-5;  and  Williamsport,  May 
13-15. 


DUTY  FOR  DRIVERS 

Motorists  have  been  put 
“on  their  honor”  in  regard 
to  operating  oh  low  beam 
lights  during  the  blue  period 
in  blackouts. 

This  step  was  taken  by 
the  SCD  when  it  was  found 
that  wardens  and  police  can- 
not detect  whether  lights 
are  on  low  beam  without 
stopping  the  car.  Unneces- 
sary delay  and  confusion 
would  result  from  such  en- 
forcement.

cooperative  gardening  by  their 
workers.  The  SCD,  meanwhile, 
sent  out  250,000  Victory  Garden 
certificates  to  be  awarded  by 
local  committees. 

In  the  Salvage  program. 
State  officials  warned  against  a 
letup  in  scrap  metal  collec- 
tions. The  Spring  Scrap  Col- 
lection, which  ends  April  30, 
will  have  to  pick  up  sharply 
to  reach  the  goal  of  376,000 
tons.  Hosiery  and  fats  collec- 
tions, meanwhile,  showed  en- 
couraging gains. 

Child  Care  centers  were 
opened  in  several  new  commu- 
nities where  mothers  are  enter- 
ing war  jobs.  AUentown 
opened  one  center,  while  Mead- 
ville  planned  to  convert  an  old 
estate  into  a child  center,  and 
Emporium  conducted  a survey 
to  determine  local  needs.

Salvage  Workers 
Boost  Enrollment 

Bolstered  by  326,117  previ- 
ously unreported  Salvage  Com- 
mittee volunteers,  Pennsyl- 
vania’s combined  enrollment  in 
protection  and  non-protection 
activities  rose  to  1,154,407  on 
April  1. 

The  Salvage  workers  were 
added  on  the  basis  of  reports 
from  36  counties  to  the  SCD 
Advisory  Salvage  Committee. 

Citizens  Defense  Corps  fig- 
ures, totalling  599,519,  reflected 
the  need  for  increased  mem- 
bership in  Rescue  Squads,  Fire 
Fighters,  and  five  other  units, 
as  stressed  in  SCD  Bulletin 
No.  53C. 

Units  which  the  bulletin  said 
should  be  enlarged,  and  their 
April  1 enrollments,  were: 
Rescue  Squads  10,314;  Fire 
Watchers  33,514;  Decontamina- 
tion 4,016;  Demolition  and 
Clearance  12,652;  Drivers  18,- 
683;  Messengers  44,672;  and 
Road  Repair  14,580. 

In  Civilian  War  Activities, 
the  largest  enrollments  besides 
Salvage  were:  Red  Cross  53,- 
597;  Victory  Garden  leaders 
30,861;  Block  Leaders  24,971; 
School  Assistants  21,691;  Morale 
Building  15,410;  and  War  Bond 
Sales  7,913. 

Of  the  554,888  volunteers  in 
this  branch,  36,645  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Citizens  Service 
Corps. 


V-HOME  PROGRAM 
TOPS  NEW  DRIVES 

Three  programs  involving 
public  participation  are  being 
carried  out  or  planned  by 
Coimcils  of  Defense  this  month. 
They  are: 

1.  The  revived  V-Home 
Campaign.  Stickers  may  be 
awarded  now  without  an  in- 
spection by  the  Air  Raid  War- 
den. The  goal  is  to  enroll 
every  “aggressively  patriotic 
home.” 

2.  Delivery  of  leaflets  on  Se- 
curity of  War  Information. 
These  leaflets  are  being  given 
to  the  families  of  men  in  the 
armed  forces.  They  carry  a 
message  from  the  Army  and 
Navy  on  how  to  safeguard 
military  information. 

3.  Observance  of  American- 
ism Day,  May  1,  and  I Am  An 
American  Day,  May  16.  Gov- 
ernor Martin’s  Proclamation 
setting  aside  these  days  sug- 
gested that  Councils  of  Defense 
participate  in  the  obseiwances. 

The  War  Information  leaflets 
were  sent  to  every  community 
in  Pennsylvania  and  were  dis- 
tributed in  many  cases  by 
Block  Leaders.  The  V-Home 
Campaign  also  was  assigned  to 
Block  Leaders  in  many  places. 
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Institute  Urges 
Extra  Training

Colleges  Accept 
Film  Assignment 

Distribution  of  all  OCD 
training  films  in  Pennsylvania 
will  be  taken  over  by  eight  col- 
leges under  a new  plan  ap- 
proved jointly  by  the  SCD  and 
the  colleges  at  a conference  in 
Harrisburg  this  month. 

The  new  system,  which  goes 
into  effect  this  week,  is  de- 
signed to  speed  up  distribution 
and  to  insure  professional 
handling.  AH  of  the  colleges 
have  efficient  film  libraries. 

Coimty  Councils  of  Defense 
will  borrow  films  from  the  col- 
lege in  their  area,  instead  of 
from  the  SCD,  and  will  pay  the 
fixed  government  service 
charge  of  50  cents  for  one  film 
and  25  cents  for  additional 
ones,  plus  mailing  charges.  The 
maximum  period  of  loan  is  two 
weeks. 

To  handle  details  of  proce- 
dure, the  colleges  organized  a 
committee  headed  by  I.  C. 
Boerlin,  of  Pennsylvania  State 
College.  Two  new  films,  “Con- 
trol Center”  and  “Air  Raid 
Warden’s  Report,”  are  now 
available.

The  need.  for  continued 
training  of  Citizens  Defense 
Corps  elements  was  empha- 
sized at  the  “refresher”  insti- 
tute sponsored  by  the  SCD  in 
Harrisburg  on  March  29  and 
30. 

“We  shouldn’t  let  our  War- 
dens or  any  other  service  stand 
still,”  said  Capt.  C.  H.  Bobbe, 
one  of  five  visiting  Army  in- 
structors from  Amherst  Col- 
lege. “We  should  encourage 
them  not  only  to  take  basic 
and  advanced  training,  but  to 
go  on  to  specialized  training.” 

Nearly  300  Civilian  Defense 
leaders  from  46  coimties,  in- 
cluding many  county  chairmen 
and  commanders,  were  regis- 
tered at  the  sessions. 

Lt.  Col.  Henry  C.  Hall,  dis- 
cussing the  responsibility  for 
plant  protection,  warned  that 
it  is  up  to  the  local  Control 
Center  commander  to  see  that 
protective  measures  are  taken, 
although  it  is  the  plant’s  duty 
to  work  out  plans  and  put  them 
into  effect. 

“There  should  be  team-work 
between  the  two,”  he  said. 
“Neither  should  sit  back  and 
wait  for  the  other  to  act.” 

At  the  opening  session.  Gov- 
ernor Edward  Martin  declared 
that  “every  acre  of  Pennsyl- 
vania could  be  bombed,”  and 
warned  that  Civilian  Defense 
must  provide  not  only  air  raid 
protection  but  also  the  leader- 
ship to  sustain  public  morale. 

The  Army  faculty  went  from 
Harrisburg  to  New  York,  where 
they  conducted  a five-day  in- 
stitute for  New  York,  New 
Jersey  and  Delaware  before  re- 
turning to  Amherst.
